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GREENWICH councillors have given 
a firm commitment to stand beside 
the residents and businesses affected 
by last week’s rioting and looting in 
Woolwich and Charlton. 

The message is loud and clear - the 
borough is back in business and all 
possible help and support is being 
sought for those worst affected by the 
disturbances. 

Last week Greenwich Council leader 
Councillor Chris Roberts wrote to all 
partners to reassure them and explain 
what help is available. 

In his letter he wrote: 

‘I must express my appreciation 
for the work of the Police and Fire 
Services this week. They have worked 
tirelessly to stabilise the situation and 
to assist us in returning the borough 
to normality. The Police have had a 
particularly difficult task and been 
unfairly criticised by people who did 
not witness events for themselves. 

Here, under the leadership of the 
Borough Commander, Richard Wood 
they have done much to restore 
calm and offer reassurance to our 
communities. Since Monday night 
there have been no further serious 
incidents of disorder. There have been 
some causes for concern in Eltham 
High Street, albeit far less than the 
media and social networking sites 
would have you believe, and the police 
have been in control throughout. 

Those outsiders who came to Eltham 
claiming to ‘protect’ the area by 
hurling missiles at police deserve 
nothing less than our condemnation

ASPIRING journalists can get 
focused on a career in broadcasting 
at the BBC. 

It’s all part of a special work experience 
scheme on offer to residents in the six 
host boroughs of the London Olympics. 

The Beeb is offering residents a chance 
to get behind the camera, as well as 
spend time in the different newsrooms, 
editorial and technical areas. 

It’s a chance to gain an insight into how 
the news agenda is formed and how the 
stories are developed and end up on air. 

Candidates will get involved in 
newsroom operations and their duties 
might include working alongside crews, 
giving general office administrative 
assistance, dealing with enquiries from 
schools or helping with the operations in 
the newsroom. 

Greenwich residents can apply for the 
scheme through GLLaB, the Greenwich 
local and labour business initiative 
designed to get local people into local jobs 
and training. 

The scheme, which was launched 
last November, takes on new work 
experience candidates each quarter and 
17 local people have been accepted so far. 

The next intake will be in September 
and anyone interested is encouraged to 
apply fast to stand a chance of getting a 
place. 

To apply, candidates must be over 18, 
an unemployed Greenwich resident and 
without a degree or on a degree course 
- but more importantly they need to be 
highly enthusiastic about working in the 
broadcast media. 

Candidates need to apply through 
GLLaB and applications must be filled in 
online. 

Twenty-six year-old Tashmara 
Somerville heard about GLLaB from a 


jobs agency and was advised to apply for 
the BBC internship. 

Tashmara said: I was nervous about it at 
first but it really built me as a person. I 
got shown around the BBC headquarters 
as well and it was really fun.” 

Her placement involved working on 
The Big Splash, a nationwide campaign 
to encourage more people to swim and 
raise money for Sport Relief. This meant 
working across TV, radio and online. 

Tashmara said: “That involved 
meeting the board at BBC Sport and the 
Minister of Sport and making funding 
proposals on behalf of BBC Splash.” 

Tashmara, who also volunteers for a 
charity which encourages single mothers 
to swim, even managed to get the BBC 
to cover an event she organised for the 
charity. 

“The whole thing was great for me and 


as a result I’ve got some good contacts 
which will help once I go to university in 
September,” she said. 

Greenwich residents got the chance 
to find out more at the BBC during an 
open day at corporation’s headquarters 
earlier this month. Eight people from 
the borough were treated to a tour of the 
iconic Broadcasting House at the White 
City Building in West London. 

The scheme was launched in November 
2010, and has intakes every quarter. 
GLLaB had seven candidates accepted 
onto the scheme in the first quarter 
(January 2011), and a further 10 in the 
second quarter (March 2011)

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No damage to the 
spirit of Woolwich 


TRADERS in Woolwich are pulling 
out all the stops to reopen after the 
violence last week - and Greenwich 
Council is working flat-out to help 
them get back on their feet 

Despite unprecedented levels of criminal 
damage, store-owners are determined to 
get their businesses up and running. 

More than a dozen businesses came to 
a breakfast meeting last Friday to hear 
about the support that the council has 
already been giving - and will continue 
to give - to local traders. 

Greenwich Council leader Chris Roberts 
chaired the discussions in which traders 
updated him on their experiences in 
rebuilding following the violence. 

Council staff have been visiting all 
stores in the town centre to check what 
help they need. This included help 
with the clearing up, as well as helping 
businesses to assess what steps they can 
take to assess the loss of trade. 

An advice surgery is being set up this 
week so that businesses can talk through 
their requirements in more detail with 
specialist council advisers. 

One of the most badly damaged buildings 
was Wilkinsons, whose Woolwich store - 
opened earlier this summer - was the 
subject of a serious arson attack. The 
damage has also affected other occupants 
of the building including council-run 
services for young people at The Point. 

With those services relocated within 48 
hours to the Riverside Centre, Wilkinsons 
staff have been working round the clock 
to get the store repaired and cleaned up 
so that they can reopen. 

As Greenwich Time went to press, the 


store was aiming to reopen at 9am 
this coming Friday, August 19 - 
with customer access through the 
car park in Vincent Road and Helen 
Street. 

Philip Fasyui runs Philly J’s 
Restaurant on Thomas Street in 
Woolwich and has seen business 
almost halved since the riots. 

“We have lost a lot of business 
from places like the Wetherspoons 
and the other shops which are 
closed. It’s also from the local staff 
who have lost their jobs,”he said. 

Philip, who lives in nearby 
Shooters Hill, opened his restaurant 
seven months ago. He was pleased 
to speak to Cllr Roberts about the 
support that will be available in the 
months ahead. 

“I still have a lot of hope for the 
area and I wouldn’t stay if I didn’t. 
There has been a lot of development 
and Woolwich is going to be 
fantastic with developments like 
Crossrail, Tesco and the other new 
businesses coming. This is going to 
be a great place and I want to stay 
in the game.” 

Neighbouring trader Corene Dunkley, 
who runs a hair and nail salon, said: “We 
weren’t hit ourselves, but many others 
were, so we have suffered, as there were 
fewer people coming in to shop,” she 
said. “We still have to pay the bills, so it 
makes things hard. It would be good if 
the Council could get us some relief with 
the business rates.”

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Robust police 
presence in Eltham 

WHILE looting and rioting took place 
in Woolwich last Monday night there 
was better news for Eltham Town 
Centre where significantly less damage 
was caused. 

Argos and two jewellery stores were 
broken into, but the rest of the high 
street remained intact thanks to a 
robust police presence. 

Having protected the local community, 
police were attacked in Eltham on 
Wednesday night by a small group 
of people not from the area intent on 
causing trouble. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, Leader of Greenwich 
Council, said: “We absolutely condemn 
the actions of these people who 
travelled into Eltham from outside 
the borough. Their utterly deplorable 
actions were not aimed at protecting 
the community and only served to 
divert precious police resources at a 
time when the officers were working 
hard to protect our community.” 

Charlton clean-up 

LARGE electrical stores in Charlton’s 
retail parks including Argos, Currys 
and PC World were targeted by looters. 
Windows were smashed and boxes and 
packaging littered the streets where 
thieves had disposed of their evidence. 
Council Cleansweep staff were on the 
scene from the early hours helping to 
clear up and assisting businesses. 
Rumours that Asda had been set on 
fire were swiftly denied and many 
people were out shopping on Tuesday 
morning, showing support for their 
community and deploring the actions of 
the minority who had attacked the local 
businesses.

for being the cause of disorder 
themselves and for diverting precious 
Police resources from being deployed 
elsewhere. 

For our part, the Council has been 
focused on supporting the Police effort, 
dealing with displaced persons who 
thankfully were few and dealing with 
the clean up operation as the Police 
cordon has been gradually lifted. 

Our main focus now is supporting 
our businesses. I met this morning 
with many of the anchor businesses 
and have been encouraged by their 
determination and confidence in 
Woolwich. I am particularly pleased 
that Wilkinson’s, open for just 7 weeks 
and employing over 70 young people 
have expressed a determination to 
reopen by the end of next week. 

It is also vital we support our smaller 
businesses to continue trading and 
maintaining local employment. For the 
past four days, council staff have been 
talking with these businesses about 
their security, cash flow and insurance 
position and we are arranging a series 
of business surgeries to ensure they 
can come through this difficult time. It 
is my hope that we shall emerge from 
this with no small business having had 
to go out of business. The Council will 


pull every lever it can to help them. 

I have also met with faith leaders to 
brief them on the situation and am 
grateful for their encouragement and 
support. 

We will do all we can to hold 
perpetrators to account including 
exploring the eviction of council 
tenants or use of child protection 
measures where appropriate. 

You may have read that a number of 
councils have said they will follow 
our lead and government is talking 
of reviewing the legislation. As we 
receive information about suspects we 
will ensure that we follow through on 
this. 

Finally, you may be interested to know 
that here in Greenwich, since the 
police secured control of the streets 
of Woolwich, an arrest has been made 
on average at a rate in excess of one 
every half hour. They come from all 
backgrounds but only 16% are under 
the age of 18. 

It matches my own sense that young 
people were not the primary cause of 
the disturbances. 

We shall continue to work closely with 
the police and we will be featuring 
images from CCTV in Greenwich Time. 
You will also be able to see these on 
our website.’

criminality. But he stressed: 
“Despite what we’ve seen, 
these scenes do not represent 
the majority of our young 
people in Greenwich and 
Lewisham or around London. 
We know most are law abiding 
and will be appalled by what 
they’ve seen. We should be 
mindful about criminalising 
all young people. At the same 
token he also felt: “But there 
can be no excuse for what 
we’ve seen. This has gone 
beyond any legitimate process 
and is now nothing more than 
criminality. We cannot allow 
the mob to rule and dominate 
our streets. We need calm and 
order. Only when we get this 
we can start asking about why 
and how this chaos happened 
and how we can seek to avoid 
it happening again”. 

Michael Omoniyi, the vice 
chair for Greenwich Young 
Peoples Council (GYPC) 
who is only 16 years of age 
supports Len Duvall’s point 
about not criminalising all 
young people. Michael, who 
attends Woolwich Poly, told 
GT how scared he was but 
also how really angry it made 
him feel. 

He said: “It is not a fair 
representation of young 
people in Greenwich and it’s 
not all youths that are on the 
streets. Woolwich is a centre 
point for a lot of activities”. 

He added: “I think some 
young people are taking 
advantage of the situation.

BUSINESS OWNERS 
stood in disbelief as they 
surveyed wrecked shops 
and streets strewn with 
broken glass and charred 
debris from burnt-out 
buildings last Tuesday. 

George Ross, manager of 
Coral bookmakers in Greens 
End, Woolwich, was visibly 
shocked: “I’ve been here 
25 years, and it’s the first 
time anything like this has 
happened. I got here at 7.15am 
and found my windows 
smashed, and three gaming 
machines and the tills 
damaged. They even tried 
to get into the safe, but they 
couldn’t.” 

Peter Duffield, relief 
manager of the BIG motor 
service centre in Woolwich 
New Road, opened up despite 
having no plate glass windows 
to the front of the premises. 

He told GT: “They smashed 
the windows about midnight, 
and took motor spares from 
the stock on the shelves. Once 
we cleared up all the broken 
glass, we just stayed open and 
operated as normal serving 
customers, as we waited for 
the glass and the frames to be 
replaced.” 

Charles Dance, owner of the 
jewellers and pawnbrokers 
in Hare Street, said: “They

smashed the glass and took 
lots of gold jewellery from the 
shop. How do I feel about it? 
How would you feel about it - 
it’s my livelihood.” 

Nikhil Desai, manager of 
Laptop Repairs, No7, Green 
End, said: “I’ve only been 
here six months, and they 
took laptops, computers and 
phones. I just don’t know how 
to take it.” 

Business owners were 
visited by business advisers 
from Greenwich Council 
throughout the week as 
part of a package of support 
available to those affected by 
the riots. 

Steve Nelson, principal

Greenwich

JUST a few short hours after the vio- 
lence and looting came to an end, a 
30- strong team of council staff were 
in Woolwich Town Centre, remov- 
ing debris and cleaning the streets. 

Council staff were on duty from 5am 
on Tuesday morning and also helped 
local businesses to clear the wreck- 
age which had been left behind. 

The Council’s commitment to clear the 
streets was matched by support from 
the public as online clean-up groups or- 
ganised themselves to help in the clean- 
up of areas devastated by the attacks. 

Greenwich’s Environment Champion 
scheme was inundated with calls offer- 
ing support and signing up to join. The 
community volunteering scheme works 
across the borough and supports peo- 
ple to arrange clean-up activities which 
help transform local areas and give peo- 
ple a sense of pride in where they live. 

In the past year it has helped resolve more 
than 250 environmental issues, arranged 
28 clean-up activities and also raised 
awareness with others in the community. 

Recent examples include a clean-up 
event and community awareness in 
Charlton, planting on the Flowers es- 
tate in Abbey Wood and restoring rose 
beds in St Johns Church in Blackheath.

A large group of residents organised 
themselves on Facebook and arrived up 
in Woolwich, brooms in hand, wearing t- 
shirts emblazoned with a ‘heart’ SE18 logo. 

Nineteen-year-old Annie Lor- 
raine from West Thamesmead set 
up the Facebook page. She told GT 
about her reaction to the trouble: 

“I wanted to cry - I thought it was cha- 
os. This doesn’t happen in the UK - I’d 
never ever expect it to happen here. \ 
I’m so disappointed - it’s my local area 
and I can’t even go to the shops now as 
they’ve all been smashed up - it’s chaos” 

As the full horrors of the rioting in 
Woolwich unfolded she says she felt she 
couldn’ t j ust sit there doing nothing- and 
at 3am set up the Facebook group called 
“Community Riot Cleanup Woolwich” 
“All over the news they kept saying 
‘London youth, London youth’ and I 
felt, ‘well, I am London youth and I’m 
not out there trashing ‘- it’s just giv- 
ing us a bad name and we want to show 
we’re not all like that. I made the group 
at about 3am and thought nothing of it 
but by 9am about 400 people had joined.”

Tenant reps and residents express their outrage 



LOCALS who are offered goods 
on the cheap should refuse 
and report the seller to the 
police urged a Wool- 
wich tenants rep this week. 

Karen Hughes, who represents 
350 homes on the Connaught 
Estate through their tenants’ 
group, Voice of the Community, 
begged residents not to 
encourage the looters by buying 
goods on the cheap. She told GT: 
“If they get offered something, 
you can guarantee it’s come 
from the looting. If they get 
offered anything that’s going 
cheap, whether it’s a TV, pair 
of trainers or watch, they 
should just say ‘NO’ and report 
the person that’s offering it.” 

Her comments were echoed by 
another tenant rep who called 
for eyewitnesses to be brave 
and report looters to police if 
they recognised them in media 
reports or CCTV pictures. 

Gary Brown is chair of the 
Armstrong Tenants association, 
formed two months ago, which 
represents 168 households in 
Woolwich. He also sits on the local 
Safer Neighbourhoods Panel. 

He said: “We want to send 
out the message that there 
were thousands of pairs of 
eyes witnessing events and I 
would urge those witnesses 
to tell police if they know 
anything. They may be 
scared but it only takes an 
anonymous call to the police.” 

And he added: “People are 
fuming, we are trying to 
regenerate the area and create 
jobs. The youth say they are 
disaffected because they can’t get 
jobs but they have actually gone 
and put other people out of jobs. 

Len Weir, vice chair of the 
Central Charlton Residents 
Association, responded 

to reports of looting at 
Greenwich Shopping Park 
off Bugsby’s Way, Charlton. 

He told GT:“We are deeply 
saddened and upset in relation 
to the damage and the effect 
on the local people and their 
lives. Charlton is a really small 
community we know each 
other and support each other. 
One of the aims of the CCRA 
is to build and enhance the 
community networks and we 
will be considering what we, 
both as individuals and as an 
organisation, can do to help repair 
the damage to our community.” 

GT talked to stunned locals, 
many of whom had come to 


survey the damage the day 
after Monday’s riot. 

Mrs Clark, 70, from Plumstead 

“It’s absolutely terrible, I can’t 
believe it. All it’s for is looting 
- they targeted phone shops, 
games shops and jewellery 
shops. It’s not acceptable. We 
need more police on the streets 
to control this.” 

Femi, 19, from Woolwich 

“These people are bringing 
our community down and they 
need to be stopped now as it’s 
affecting our reputation.” 

Anonymous 25-year-old woman 
who works in Woolwich 

“The rioters are not looking 


at the bigger picture and how 
it affects the community and 
families. It’s not the best way 
to fight back by attacking local 
businesses. Young people are 
targeted and feel frustrated - 
they just see this as a bit of fun 
and have a lack of respect for 
people around them.” 

Anonymous woman, aged 45, 
who works in Woolwich 

“I am disgusted and 
disappointed”. 

Yajabou Njie, 21, from 
Woolwich (below) 

“It’s just wrong, breaking 
other people’s property. No 
one wanted this to happen 
and nobody knows what to 


do. I blame the parents as they 
need to stop their children 
going out and destroying their 
community.” 

Sorin, 42, from Woolwich 

“I don’t understand what’s 
going on. People don’t want to 
put up with this anymore. The 
government needs to improve 
the lives of people.” 

Jay, 40, from Sai News agent 
“This is really bad - the 
government should put the 
army out. In just one day 
people’s buildings and lives 
have been affected. The 
government needs to do 
something.” 

Rachelle,30, from Royal 
Arsenal, Woolwich 

“This is shocking and 
disgusting and very sad. The 
local community doesn’t need 
it. The police need help as the 
rioters think they can get away 
with it - complete lawlessness.” 

Karen S, 45, works in Woolwich 

“I feel we need zero tolerance 
because at the moment it feels 
like there are no consequences 
for these actions so it’s only 
going to get worse. It’s not the 
fault of the police as they just 
don’t have enough manpower 
and even if they did, they are 
not being allowed to do their 
jobs. We need to take things 
back to basic.” 



Twenty-year-old Emily 
Pugh lives in Woolwich and 
works at Betfred bookies 

“I am just really shocked. 

I worked until 9pm on 
Monday night and saw loads 
of youths hanging around 
using their BlackBerrys 
texting their friends so the 
news must have spread like 
wild fire. We shut the shop 
early as we knew something 
was about to kick off. I saw 
one woman fill her buggy 
with Super drug products. 
This is just mindless 
behaviour destroying 
people’s communities. 

I think this has now turned 
into a competition between 
different areas of London on 
who can destroy the most!” 



Sam Khan, 28, local 
business owner 
“This has nothing to 
do with what happened 
in Tottenham. It’s just 
opportunists taking 
advantage in order to loot 
and rob.”

Joint operation tackles driving offences

FIVE vehicles which were being 
used illegally were seized in a joint 
roadside operation by the police and 
Greenwich Council. 

The vehicles were taken because they 
were uninsured or being driven without 
a licence. They wei c seized during a two- 
day operation to tackle people committing 
a range of driving, enviro-crime and other 
offences. 

The operation across Eltham on August 
4 and 5 was carried out by Greenwich 
Council enforcement officers working 
with officers from Eltham North Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team. 

The council regularly works with the 
police on joint operations which are 
also aimed at providing community 
reassurance, deterring crime across the 
area and clamping down on people using 
vans to run illegal businesses. 

In Eltham High Street, they were 
supported by the South East London 
Automatic Number Plate Recognition 
Team, and officers seized five vehicles 
for being uninsured or driven without a 
licence. 

Two people were cautioned for drug 
related offences and the police dealt with 
additional road traffic offences including 
driving without seat belts or using mobile 
phones when driving. 

Council officers seized a van being used 
to collect waste because it was untaxed. 
The driver was also issued with a Fixed 
Penalty Notice (FPN) for not being able 
to provide a waste carriage licence. Three 
further penalty notices were issued for 
littering offences in the Town Centre. 

The operation attracted the interest and 


support from local residents and visitors 
to the town centre. 

Another operation took place 
throughout Eltham in response to ongoing 
complaints about metal and other items 
being stolen from front gardens and bins, 
as well as groups of people acting as waste 
collectors. 

One illegal van was seized and destroyed 
by the council while two drivers were 
issued with FPNs for failure to produce 
the legally-required waste carriage 
licence. The police seized one scrap 
vehicle for being driven without a licence 
and took further action against another 
being driven without an MOT. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment and 
community safety, told GT: “These 
joint initiatives demonstrate the clear 
determination of the council and police to 
work together and find the perpetrators 
of crime and anti-social behaviour and to 
keep our streets cleaner and safer. 

“It was clear from the public response 
that local people welcome this type of 
proactive action as it directly tackles 
the issues that cause them concern. 
From the selfish and lazy act of street 
littering, through to illegal scrap metal 
trade, driving offences or other criminal 
activities, we will continue to work with 
our police partners, to identify these 
problems and to stamp them out.” 

Sergeant Marianne Rees, in charge of 
the Eltham North Safer Neighbourhoods 
team said: “We plan to carry out similar 
joint operation in the near future to ensure 
that we continue with the crackdown on 
criminal activities in the area”. 


Growing as a community 


ENTHUSIASTIC 
gardeners are wanted 
to help create a new 
community gardening 
space in Charlton.

All faiths together 

Religious leaders present a united response to riots 


FAITH leaders came 
together from across the 
borough last Thursday 
evening (August 11) for 
a meeting which was 
chaired by the leader of 
the council. 

They met at the new 
Woolwich Centre and 
pledged a united response 
to the troubles of the recent 
lawlessness and rioting. 

They also welcomed the 
continued efforts to speed up 
the recovery and the support 
being provided by the council 
and police. 

Various faith groups 
attended including 

representatives of the various 


Faith Communities, Mosques, 
Temples and Christian 
churches together with 
the Police Commander, the 
leader and chief executive of 
Greenwich council. 

The Police Commander 
outlined what had been done 
by the police locally over the 
past week and his plans to 
deal with the situation over 
the weekend. He highlighted 
that a huge deployment of 
police were being maintained 
to ensure the borough is 
“business as usual”. 

The council also highlighted 
the efficient clean up work 
by Cleans weep, their active 
engagement with businesses 


including bigger businesses to 
give reassurance and establish 
continued commitment. Also 
offering support to smaller 
businesses in relation to 
security, insurance and 
compensation claims and 
business rate relief. 

The important outcome 
at the meeting was that the 
Council will continue its 
positive leadership and work 
with the police to ensure 
existing good community 
relations in the borough are 
maintained. 

Father Michael Scanlon, 
from Saint Peter the Apostle 
who was at the meeting told 
GT afterwards that: “I have 


worked hard with young 
people to bring regeneration 
to Woolwich and the council 
has done a great job to try 
to bring new work and new 
jobs to the borough. Father 
Scanlan was much in the 
heart of what happened last 
Monday night and said: “I 
needed to be out there - I 
needed to be talking - 1 needed 
to be seen.” 

He walked the streets of 
Woolwich the morning after 
and saw how shocked people 
were. “People don’t want to 
see this happening to their 
community, landmarks 
in the community like 
Wetherspoons.”

POLICE are appealing for the public 
to come forward and help identify 
people they want to speak to about 
a range of criminal activities 
during last week’s violence, looting 
and arson. 

GT is publishing images of suspects 
taken by CCTV around the borough and 
is urging anyone with information to 
contact the confidential Crimestoppers 
number 0800 555 111 and quote the 
reference number of the suspect they 
recognise. 

As GT went to press, the massive 
police operation to arrest those 
responsible was in full swing. Across 
London more than 1000 people had been 
arrested and more than 600 charged. 
Tens of thousands of pounds worth 
of stolen goods had been recovered 
as police increased their numbers on 
patrol to reassure residents, businesses 
and visitors. 

Police were due to execute further 
warrants over the weekend to search 
properties for stolen goods. 

A number of eyewitnesses in Woolwich 
on the night commented that most of 
those they saw taking part in the looting 
and violence appeared to be adults. 

It was also clear that those involved 
were male, female and from ah 
backgrounds. 

The borough’s top policeman, Borough 
Commander Richard Wood appealed for 
help in tracking down the rioters and 
looters. He said: “The sheer criminal 
behaviour we witnessed last week in 
Woolwich and other areas across the 
borough is utterly unacceptable and 
I will do everything in my power to 
ensure that those involved are caught. 

“Many arrests have already been 
made, but I would ask everyone to work 
with police and help us to identify those 
involved so that we can arrest them at 
the first opportunity. I would also urge 
anyone involved in the disturbances to 
do the decent thing and give themselves 
up.” 

His words were echoed by the council’s 
leader, Councillor Chris Roberts, who 
urged people to turn their anger and 
upset into positive action. “For those 
people in the community who have 
been left shocked and shaken by recent 
events, this is your opportunity to bring 
about justice for ah those who continue 
to suffer. If you felt angry or helpless 
by what you saw, then I would urge you 
to look at the images of those people 
the police need to trace and report in 
confidence anyone that you recognise.”

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

school teachers! But it worked though, as 
I got a recall.” 

But the recall wasn’t for the role she had 
originally auditioned for. Donna said: 
“They rang and asked if I could speak 
German and funnily enough I’d toured 
Germany for a year in Macbeth, so I had 
some rudimentary German. I ended up 
playing Neil’s German lass!” 

After filming with the Inbetweeners boys 
in both London and Magaluf, it came as 
a shock to Donna to find that one of her 
scenes had been included in the trailer 
for the film. “The first I heard of it was 
when one of my friends from Greenwich 
rang me in hysterics,” she said, “He had 
been watching a film in Clapham cinema 
when he saw the trailer and screamed ‘It’s 
Donna!”’ 

Not content with merely gracing the 
big screen this summer, Combe is also 
performing in Burnt Oak at the Leicester 
Square Theatre. Based on a true story, 
the play - by plumber-cum-playwright 
Laurence Lynch, is a gritty and humorous 
take on working class family life in mid 
1990s north London and looks at how lives 
can unravel when dreams and real life 
collide. Combe plays the matriarch of the 
piece. The actress said: ‘My character, 
Margaret, is an old fashioned, loyal and 
hardworking wife and mother who tries 
to keep everything together even when 
everything falls apart. She’s a great 
character and so far in the previews 
several people have said that they can 
relate to her. It’s an authentic piece of 
London theatre.” 

However, there are a few words in the 
production that are proving a little 
difficult for the Greenwich actress to say. 
“There’s a line in the play that really 
sticks in my throat: ‘I’ve never even been 
to south London’. Well I’ve lived here for 
twenty years!” 

For nearly two decades Combe has 



lived in a flat in Charlton, nestled behind 
the Royal Standard in Blackheath. “I’ve 
lived in Greenwich since 1993. 1 love 
the park, Blackheath, the river, the 
atmosphere and the sense of community. 
As soon as I moved in I felt as though I 
belonged here.” 

Not only does Combe live in south-east 
London, but her acting career began here 
too. Formerly a nurse, she trained as an 
actress at a local university. “Goldsmiths 
College is such a gem of south London. 

I hope people always treasure it and 
appreciate it,” she said. “I went as a 
mature student and it made me realise

that what I had to say was valuable. I’m 
from a working class background and it 
was great to suddenly find the power of 
speech.” 

From the west end to the silver screen 
there isn’t much Combe hasn’t turned her 
hand to. “I played a female sumo wrestler 
in a film once,” said Donna - “I trained 
for three months as a sumo wrestler for 
the part. I’m pretty handy with my feet, 
and I’ve broken a few floorboards in my 
time from stomping!” So what’s next for 
the actress? “I’d love to do EastEnders,” 
she said, “there’s a lot of snobbery about 
acting in soaps and it annoys me. It’s a 
real skill. I’d play anything they asked me 
to play - in fact I’m getting old enough to 
be the next Dot Cotton!”

On the road to nowhere 


Cars 2 destined 
for scrap heap 


IT didn’t bode well. 

I The main feature 
was preceded by an 
eight-minute taster 
from the Toy Story stable, the 
Oscar winning makers of Toy 
Story 3. 

While all the character are 
present - including Tom Hanks’ 
Woody and Tim Allen’s Buzz 
Lightyear. This little snippet 
failed to excite, it failed to 
engage and for Pixar, it was 
a rare clanger. Let’s hope the 
full-length film is better... 

Pixar animations work (almost 
always] on a number of levels. 
Children’s movies became a 
pleasure and suddenly not a 
chore. When children followed 
Woody and Buzz and the toys, 
adults saw their children 
growing up and leaving home 
(Toy Story), when children 
looked at clown fish and turtles 
and sharks, their parents saw 
disability and the loss of a child 
(Finding Nemo). And when 
children looked at space ships 
and robots and stars (Wall-E), 
we feared for the future of our 
planet. But when we watch 
Cars 2, we all see the same. 
The storyline stalls before 
it’s even off the grid. Its 007 
spy storyline - with turns 
from Michael Caine as the 
voice of Finn McMissile 
and Emily Mortimer as the 
amusingly-named Holley 
Shiftwell - is awkwardly 
interwoven into the glamorous 
world of grand prix racing. 

The hero of the first Cars 
film, Lightning McQueen 
(Owen Wilson], is pitted 
against a new and flashy 
Italian FI rival called 
Francesco (the voice 
of John Turturro) 
and a whole fleet 
(read ‘merchandising 
opportunities’) of new 
characters, none of who 
stand out. 

The star of the show is a 
broken down, dim-witted, 


tow truck called Mater. He’s 
voiced by the oddly named US 
comedian, Larry the Cable Guy, 
and is mistakenly identified for 
a CIA agent. Perhaps that says 
it all. 

But if the storyline is poor, the 
voiceovers are even weaker: 
Wilson lacks intonation and 
flair, and the Cable Guy’s 
southern whine quickly 
grates on the nerves. Michael 
Caine provides a modicum of 
redemption, his timing and 
articulation typically robust. 
Cars 2 is only the second 
Pixar film with a sequel - Toy 
Story is the other - and it’s a 
strange choice for a re-boot. 
Director John Lasseter’s great 
skill is to bring the inanimate 
to life: toys in a bedroom, fish 
in the ocean, even robots out 
in space. But cars are less 
endearing, their shapes far 
less human, their eyes less 
expressive. For a film billed as 
3D, this was disappointingly 
one-dimensional. While Cars 2 
has its moments - the chases 
are exciting and it is technically 
brilliant despite the weak 3D 
- there’s a problem with the 
engine, and this car runs out of 
fuel well before its race is run.

GREENWICH pupils leaving prima- 
ry school this summer have achieved 
the borough’s best ever results in 
Key Stage 2 tests for English and 
maths. 

The results, which bring Greenwich into 
the top 25 per cent of authorities in Eng- 
land, underline the great start that local 
primary schools give to children as they 
move on to secondary school this Septem- 
ber. 

The figures produced by the Depart- 
ment for Education are still provisional, 
but currently show that the number of 
11 year-olds in Greenwich achieving the 
expected standard (Level 4) in both Eng- 
lish and maths has gone up from 75 to 77 
per cent.
